Stream Moves Slowly. 


But suppose it doesn't? After all, 


private investors are not going to rush 
swarming into the market place, with 
their funds instantly. II will take lime 
—quite a bit of time— to get Vrtoney 
flowing through t|ic system even if pri- 
vate investment gets under way. 


In the meantime, what will happen 


if federal funds prove to be too small 
to kpep the system afloat? Remember, 
this relief money is not for relief alone.

What will be the consequence if the 


sum spent by the govonVm'enl is nol 
enough to keep' tho busncss slrcam 
flowing up to menn tide while we are 
waiting for private investmenl to re- 
vive? It may mean another recession. 


The flow of private funds into in- 


vestment has bcc'n very sluggsh for a 
long time. In the six months from 
July to December, 1838, money flow- 
ing into business from federal bor- 
rowings amounted 
to $1,586,000,000. 


From stale mid county and city bor- 
rowings it amounted to $470,000,000. 
lerc is a total from public sources of 
'oughly two billion dollars. From pri- 
vate security financing it was only 
$289,500,000. 


Possibility of Depression 


One can see what would happen to 


business if this public support were 
emoved. It might conceivably have 
the. effecl of reviving privale financ- 
ng. But before thai could gel into 
operation there would be a serious 
slump which might paralyze private 
financing even more. 


This does nol mean we ought to go 


on forever as we have been doing. It 
does mean, however, thai we have lo 
examine our whole policy. We have 
lo be sure thai we have looked inlo and 
reshaped Ihe conditions affecting pri- 
vate financing before we do away with 
the only prop thai holds Ihe system 
up at present. 


Tliis is a job for the statesman. Up 


to now the administration has used no 
statesmanship — 'merely opportunism- 
spending money to get quick resiills 
without dealing with tho disease. Some-

New Health Program 


WASHINGTON — (fP) — President 


Roosevelt is expecting to urge congress 
in a special message Monday to enact 
legislation for a long-range health- 
improvement program. 


The health program, which would 


provide for expenditures of up to 
$850,000,000 annually from slate- and 
fcdernrfunds by 1949, has been a con- 
Iroversial issue since it was recom- 
mended to Mr. Roosevelt last July by 
his special 'Inter-departmental Com- 
mittee on Health and Welfare. It will 
go to a congress already showing signs 
of cconomy-windedness. 


Senator W,agner (Dem., N. Y.) has 


prepared a bill calling for a 550,000,000 
appropriation lo begin Ihe proposed 
health program. While the proposal 
stirred up some opposition in medical 
circles, Ihe American Medical Associa- 
tion agreed last September that there 
was a vital need for an extension of 
existing medical facilities. 


Money appropriated for the health 


program would be used to: 
1. Pay physicians to care for those 


too poor to afford medical care. 


2. Assist existing hospitals and build 


new ones where needed, particularly 
in rural areas. 


3. Establish clinics for quick diagnosis 


and treatment of disease. 


•1. Encourage vaccination against pre- 


ventable disease. 


5. Development maternal and child 


welfare facilities, including baby 
clinfcs, schools for expectanl moth- 
ers, visiting nurses, and obstetrical 
care if needed. 


G, Stimulate public health service to 


control disease through such activ- 
ities as controlling stream pollution, 


establishing more efficient

itormy seas as htey clung to life pre- 
servers thrown from the plane, sank 
from sight. They were given up for 
lost after an all-day search by eight 
Coast Guard vessels. 


The oil tanker, the Esso Baytown, 


making less than 10 miles an hour in 
heavy seas, was expected to dock 
here late Monday morning. Its cap- 
tarn described the rescue in these 
words: 


"While proceeding to one of the posi- 


tions given by radio of lost plane al

It's this bee-keeping camera fan's 


favorite trick—and fits in nicely with 
his hobby of dispensing knowledge 
of bees gained through years of handl- 
ing. 


First Paul! cuts a piece of burlap to 


the. proper crescent shape to fit his 
face. Then, patiently, he induces .the 
bees to swarm upon it. 


He fits the buzzing mass around his 


chin and jowls and ties the burlap 
ends behind and over his ears to form 
a beard. , The result is hard lo dis- 
tinguish at a distance, from a real 
beard.

( Maine has declared war on the 'blo'od- 
.thirsty felines that infest its 15,000,- 
000 acres of forestland. ' 


With caribou extinct and the re- 


>maimng moose under perpetual pro- 
tection, the deer is Maine's last big 
game animal iyith the exception' of 
the black bear. The latter, of course, 
is carable of taking care of itself, 


There are large numbers of deer 


roaming the vast wilderness of this 


r state but with thousands being killed 
legally and otherwise each year it is 
feared that unless the year 'round 
slaughter by the bobcats is curbed, ex- 


tinction might-come as time rolls on. 


A bounty of $15 is now being paid 


for every cat killed. 


All the killer of a cat has to do to 


collect is,present to the commissioner 
at Augusta or to the nearest town 
clerk, the stubby tail of the animal.' 
He is then free to dispose of the pelt 
as he sees fit. Not regarded : highly 
as fur, pelts bring only from $3 to $5. 


Cats Tcke 'Heavy Toll" In Cedar 


Deer Yards, 


Although cats kill deer the year, 


'round, the heaviest slaughter is dur- 
ing the winter when other food such 
as rabbits^ grouse and mice, is scarce. 


When heavy snow mantles the for- 


ests, deer band together in groups of 
from 10 to 50 and move into the cedar 
swamps. There they tramp down what 
is known as a yard. They live on low 
hanging cedar browse until spring . . . 
unless attacked by bobcats. 
'Cats move down into these yards 
cautiously, spring into the frightened 
herds, and after chasing the deer out 
of the yard into the snow, which is 
from six to eight feet deep, leap at the 
throats 'of the floundering animals. 


The throat-slit, the cat feasts heart-' 
y,> Then, 'fired by the taste of warm 


blood, moves on to jump and slaught- 
er more of the animals for the joy of 
killing. 


; Spurred by the bounty, trappers; 


weather-beaten men who know the 
ways of the great forests and the wild 
things that inhabit them, are on the 
trail of the bobcat.

cated In the lobby of the Hotel Boli- 
ver, where 90 per cent of the dele- 
gates and newsmen were staying, there 
was a little elevated balcony facing 
the only elevators and stairways. This 
was screened-from the lobby by potted 
palms Then it was discovered that 
three detectives were constantly post- 
ed behind the palms where they could 
see every person entering or leaving 
the hotel. 


The official explanation, that they 


were a guard protecting lives of dip- 
lomats, explained nothing. It was dis- 
concerting to know that, every time one 
entered or left the hotel, three pairs 
of'prying eyes noted every move. 


Delegate after delegate began to re- 


port that he or she was benig fol- 
lowed. Several became convinced that 
Peruvian chauffeurs furnished with 
official cars were noting every word 
said. Was it jitters? Were such driv- 
ers merely curious, hoping to gain 
iavor 'with the police by reporting 
something of interest? Or were they 
officially-planted detectives? 


Probably it can not be proved either 


way, 
but by this time an atmosphere 


of 'discomfort and" resentment was 
spreading widely through delegates 
and newspapermen.1 Many nervously 
searched' their hotel rooms for dicta- 
phones they were convinced would 
be found. None were found, but one 
correspondent was cut off several 


times while dictating stories to New 
York, always at a point where tho 
text might have been interpreted as 
critical of the Peruvian government 


Aprista news sheets, outlining the 


plight of 4000 alleged-political prison- 
ers in Peruvian jails, who were said 
to be staging a hunger strike to draw 
attention of the conference, were 
shoved under hotel room doors. (The 
government insists there are fewer 
than 400 such prisoners, all arrested 
for definite illegal acts). 


About this time, cavalrymen armed 


with 
carbines . appeared in every 


street leading to the conference hall, 
obviously to head off any possible po- 
litical demonstration aimed at im- 
pressing delegates. A parade of 24 
tanks rumbled down the main street 
to the palace grounds. Trucks filled 
with soldiers in full field equipment 
buzzed through the streets, and po- 
lice in suburban sections wore steel 
helmets and grenade belts instead of 
formal police .uniform of downtown 
traffic'officers. 


One attache of the American dele- 


gation remained to work late in one 
of the delegation's offices in the hotel. 
He sat alone in a corner of the office. 
While he.sat there a man entered the 
room and began rifling through pa- 
pers in' desk drawers.. Challenged by 
"shadow" an invitation to join him 
at lunch.

the American, he mumbled something 
about wanting to leave a note for one 
of the secretaries, and dodged but-'the 
door.
